WILDCAT TEAM, 1928 

GETS ATHLETICS OFF TO LIVELY START 


Football, the activity which traditionally otters the occasion for welcoming back old grads for one grand homecoming reunion, is one of the oldest 
traditions at East Central 

In the year 1928, when twenty ambitious people from Newton County started this, our college. East Central Junior College, football was made 
one of the outstanding campus activities right from the beginning In its beginning, however, it was wholly a voluntary project The boys got 
together and formed a wildcat team Since the school wasn't yet accredited, according to the members of that original team. Ihey played anybody 
and everybody ranging through high schools, junior colleges and senior colieges. 

The first local junior college team was composed of five college boys and fifteen high school boys The college boys were Selby May, Morris 
Wall. Spurgeon Lewis, J D Harris and Aubry Vaughn, who were coached by Dick Baxter 

Members of this first team, four of whom still live in the immediate vicinity of the college, give an interesting account of the experiences of those 
early days 

The Wildcats won over the Junior College which then existed at Carthage and in this game J. D Harris suffered a broken nose Also on this day a 
balloon was released, the first one that most of both the players and fans had ever seen, so the game became a secondary event in the interest of 
both teams and fans and was postponed until a later hour 

The record made by those athletes of the 20 l s might challenge the achievement of our present-day team Poplar villa was considered the state 
champs in 1928, but they won over the Wildcats by only one touchdown Those Bilbo boys must have been tough even in those days 

Hattiesburg Boys' School beat the Wildcats by only one point - the score - 7 to 6. In this game something happened which aH the boys on that 
team remember. Perry (Noah} Vance's shoulder was knocked out of place three times Billy Aubry Vaughn replaced il after two doctors failed 
They said that Perry cried, cussed and played right on 

Ellisvrlle has been a great rival even since that lirst year One of the players has said. They fihaily won by the help of h e iwettth anti tnuiet irh 
man.— the referee and head linesman.” 

MiElsaps. being a senior college of course, ottered unusually strong resistance for the inexperienced learn, but won over the Wildcats only by a 
score of seven to zero This was a hard fought game by the Wildcats 

The Wildcats beat Clarke College thirteen to seven in the same year 

Ever since 1928. the E C J C football school spirit has lived There have been many, many brave Warriors who have fought and bled for this 
their school so that the '51 Warriors who are being featured in the present homecoming festivities car \o into the game Inspired by the assurance

CHANGING TIMES, SPORTS FACILITIES NOW AND THEN 

As time passes, all aspects of a college change to some degree. The faculty changes; the academic life changes; 
and so does the athletic program. When football was first played at East Central, the teams met in a lined off cow 
pasture which was located where the Vocational-Technical Complex now stands. This pasture was later graded, sod¬ 
ded; and with the addition of bleachers served as the football field until the field was moved to its present location. 

The baseball field was located where Neshoba and Scott Halls now stand. The present baseball field was con¬ 
structed shortly after the completion of the new gymnasium. 

East Central now has two gymnasiums. The old gym which is located on the "front campus" was for many years the 
only brick gymnasium in east central Mississippi. This gym served for about twenty-five years (or more) as the loca¬ 
tion for the State B-BB High School Championship games. 

The football and basketball dressing rooms are now used as a billiards room, and the girls' old dressing room is now 
the college bookstore. The old gym is now in constant use and is where all indoor intramural sports are played. 

Tennis courts have been located at one time or another all over the campus. The original courts were dirt ones and 
were located where Newsome Hall now stands. Two concrete courts were constructed where the Fine Arts Building 
is now located and were used until the new courts were built on the extreme east side of the campus. Building the 
new courts helped clear up a campus problem, for the area where they are located was for many years a damp weed 
patch. 

At present, athletic facilities at East Central are good and are certainly a vast improvement over what existed a scant 
twenty years ago.

When time came for 
the state track meet, he took the vaulting pole; and although East Central did not field a track team, he caught a ride to 
the meet, entered himself, and won. 

Because of Roy Baker the track rules were changed. A person must now be on a team, and the team must par¬ 
ticipate in a given number of meets per season in order to participate in the state meet. 

All of Roy's practice and his desire to compete In track events were not in vain. He went on to Mississippi College 
where he was captain of the track team. He ran the 100, 220, and 440 yard dashes, broad jumped, high jumped, and 
ran anchor on the 440 and mile relay, Roy won 28 first places in nine meets during his junior year and 32 first places 
m nine meets his senior year Roy won the 220 yard dash in the Southern AAU and throughout his college career 
scored more individual points than any other athlete who had attended Mississippi Coiiege to that date,
